We agree with the Tribune that there should 
bo a change ut once made by our agricultural 
and horticulturul societies, in the m atter of 
the character and ability of the mea that are 
employed to address the farmers at their an­ 
nual fair gatherings. 
Too long and too much 
has it been the case that lawyers, clergymen, 
doctors and old, miperanuuatuA second-hand 
politicians have been employed to address the 
hu nters on these occasions. 
Of course these 
Itersous arc glib of tongue and make what is 
called a nice speech; but, as a general rule, 
what do they know ubout farming ? and more, 
what do they care? To bo sure they tell us for 
(he ten thousandth time “ what a noble, lode* 
incident life the fanner leads;" bow “agricul­ 
ture is the foundation of all national prosper­ 
ity, and without the sterling integrity und 
houetty of our farmers, our great and glorious 
country woald soon go Into bankruptcy and 
universal ruiu;" aud any quantity more of 
similar trusli und buncombe. 
This may be all 
very well for itersous who attem pt to talk on 
subjects and to people that they really know- 
very little about; but for true entertainment 
and reul instruction for live, progressive far­ 
mers, it is pretty |toor stuff. 
In all Ibis m at­ 
ter, we repeat, there should he a new depart­ 
ure inaugurated. 
Instead of these persons 
mentioned, who only appear before the people 
with a view to forward some iiersouaL selfish 
scheme, political or otherwise, we should em­ 
ploy farmers themselves. 
Invite the most in­ 
telligent, practical mau in the community who 
has made some department of agriculture or 
horticulture a specialty, and let him tell his 
brother farmers w hat he knows about it.— 
Such a speaker would lie liable to state such 
facts and make such suggestions us would be 
reliable and valuable. 
During a fair that ex­ 
tends through three days there might be a 
short address, such as indicated, on each of 
the days, continuing not more than thirty 
minutes, and embracing a new theme und 
speaker each day. 
To such aJilresses we 
think the people would delight to listen. 
The 
culture aud education that for years have been 
going on among farmers aud farmers' sons, 
through the agency of schools of agriculture, 
books aud journals adapted to their special 
needs, has better fitted them for this work 
tbuu can be claimed by any other class; there­ 
fore, we ask that farmers shall speak to their 
brethren on all occasions of fairs and exhibi­ 
tions.

A New Press which Prints 22,000 Papers 
an Hoar—Improvements Made. 
From the New York Times. 


For fifteen years Mr. Hoe and Mr. Conquest, 
the London manager of Mr. Hoe’s works, have 
been endeavoring to perfect a “Perfecting 
Printing Machine,” and they have at last suc­ 
ceeded. 
The last difficulty which stood in their 
way—the perfect delivery of the printed sheets 
from the press-w as only recently surmounted. 
Now their machine, in their belief, is perfect; 
and that it is perfect also in the opinion of 
others may bo judged by the fact that the pro­ 
prietors of the Daily Telegraph to-day decided 
to have teu of these new machines immediately 
constructed for them,and to have them placed 
in the new offices which they are about to 
erect iu the rear of the present premises. The 
ten machines can be constructed in about ten 
months; and iu a year from this time the 
Daily Telegraph, with its “largest circulation 
in the world,” will be printed upon presses 
each one of which will be capable of deliver­ 
ing 22,000 completed sheets per hour! Doe3 
not that take your breath awav ? 


This new press seems to be an improvement 
upon the Walter, the Bullock, the Marronetti, 
and all the the other perfecting machines in 
existence. 
One of its 
peculiarities is the 
width of its cylinders—for they are so wide 
that each cylinder will print two copies at 
once—the roll of paper being made double 
width, and the paper being cut in two by a 
very ingenious device, immediately before it 
is delivered. 
Another peculiarity is the per­ 
fect manner in which the perfected sheets are 
delivered—they are laid down iu piles so ac­ 
curately that one would think the sheets had 
been put into a press and trimmed. 
The 
Walter press—on which the Times and Scots­ 
man are printed—compels the pressmen to 
change the blankets once in each two hours— 
this one needs no such change. 
The whole 
force necessary to each of these presses is 
two men and a boy—witli them 22,000 perfect 
copies arc printed in one hour; and the sav­ 
ing of wages as between this and the ordi­ 
nary ten-cylinder Hoe, is as 15 is to 84. 
The 
only one of these presses now complete has 
been built for Lloyd’s weekly newspaper; and 
to-day at Lloyd’s paper mills at Bow its per­ 
formances were witnessed by a number of ex­ 
perienced newspaper people, among them the 
proprietor and engineer of the D aily Tele­ 
graph establishment. 
The press did the work 
it was engaged to do; it printed 22,000 copies 
of Lloyd’s paper in sixty minutes, and never 
was there better printing. 
The cost of the 
press in £3,500; the ten ordered by the D aily 
Telegranh will cost £35,000; and the eugines 
and other machinery for them will bring the 
sum up to $200,000 in gold. 
The present es­ 
tablishment of the D aily Telegraph is about 
as perfect as need be, but it is all to be thrown 
aside for these new presses, which, although 
costing so much, will, in the opinion of the 
owners of the paper, save them $75,000 a year, 
besides the advantage of enabling them to go 
to press at three o’clock in the morning in­ 
stead of at twelve M. 
In a word, if this new 
machine really proves to be what it seems, it 
will become a necessity to every newspaper 
esta’ dishmcnt.— Piccadilly. 


Who Shall Speak I 


We agree with the Tribune that there should 
be a change at once made by our agricultural 
and horticultural societies, in the matter of 
the character and ability of the men that are 
employed to address the farmers at their an­ 
nual fair gatherings. 
Too long and too much 
has it beeu the case that lawyers, clergymen, 
doctors and old, superannuated? second-hand 
politicians have been employed to address the 
farmers on these occasions. 
Of course these 
persons arc glib of tongue and make what is 
called a nice speech; but, as a general rule, 
what do they know about farmiug ? and more, 
what do they care? To be sure they tell us for 
the ten thousandth time “ what a noble, inde­ 
pendent life the fanner leads;” how “agricul­ 
ture is the foundation of all national prosper­ 
ity, and without the sterling integrity and 
honesty of our farmers, our great and glorious 
country would soon go into bankruptcy and 
universal ruiu;” 
aud any quantity more of 
similar trash and buncombe. 
This may be all 
very well for persons who attempt to talk on 
subjects and to people that they really know 
very little about; but for true eutertaiumont 
and real instruction for live, progressive far­ 
mers, it is pretty poor stuff. 
In all this mat­ 
ter, we repeat, there should be a new depart­ 
ure inaugurated. 
Instead of these persons 
mentioned, who only appear before the people 
with a view to forward some personal, selfish 
scheme, political or otherwise, we should em­ 
ploy farmers themselves. 
Invite the most in­ 
telligent, practical mau in the community who 
has made some department of agriculture or 
horticulture a specialty, and let him tell his 
brother farmers what he knows about it.— 
Such a speaker would be liable to state such 
facts and make such suggestions us would be 
reliable and valuable. 
During a fair that ex­ 
tends through three days there might be a 
short address, such as iudicatcd, on each of 
the days, continuing not inore than thirty 
minutes, and embracing a new theme aud 
speaker each day. 
To such addresses we 
think the people would delight to listen. 
The 
culture and education that for years have been 
going on among fanners aud farmers’ sons, 
through the agency of schools of agriculture, 
books aud journals adapted to their special 
needs, has better fitted them for this work 
than can be claimed by any other class; there­ 
fore, we ask that farmers shall speak to their 
brethren on all occasions of fairs and exhibi­ 
tions. 


Intelligence in Animals. 


The Manchester (N. Y .) Union furnishes a 
story of an intelligent shepherd dog, as fol­ 
lows: “A few days ago Butcher Robinson’s 
large Newfoundland dog cooled himself in the 
canal, and after swimming Tar away from his 
point of entrance lie tried to get out where 
the wall was high up from the water. 
He 
made many ineffectual attempts to do it and 
failed. 
Gov. Smyth's shepherd dog saw his 
difficulty, ran about and barked to get assis­ 
tance, but none coming, when the big water- 
dog put bis paws up to make one more effort 
to get out, the knowing Scotch colley grabbed 
him by the neck as one grabs a brother by 
the hand to help him out or over a difficult 
place, and he was landed high, it not dry, 
much to the joy of both.” 


From the other side of the continent we 
have another story, this tim e of a bird, which 
the Portland (Oregon) Bulletin thus tells: “A 
swallow has built its nest on one of the life- 
preservers placed under the cabin roof on the 
forward part of the steamer Senator, and 
there the feathered mistress chirps gayly while 
the boat is passing up and down the river, un­ 
less she should happen to take a notiou to try 
her wings for a little exercise. 
While she was 
hatching the eggs she remained in her nest 
almost steadily, but since she has a young 
brood to feed she is quite often searching for 
their daily bread to furnish them. 
She follows 
the boat up and dewn the river, and if two or 
three steamers should happen to be in the 
river together and she should be temporarily 
absent on a foraging expedition, she will al­ 
ways select that which contains her home and 
family. 
She is quite a pet with the crew of 
the boat.”

ED ITO R IA L CORRESPONDENCE. 


IV n m ber F ir e. 
1500 M iles from Home, I 
Min n eso ta, August, 1873. 
I 
Seventy million feet of logB float past bore 
every season, and just below the Rum River 
contributes us many more, which seventy 
miles below are gathered in by tho gigantic 
booms at St. Anthony and feed the ravenous 
appetite of Hie huge mills at that point. 
The 
lumber business is of courso the largest here­ 
abouts, and requires immense capital. 
The 
permanent investment is very largo, as a saw­ 
mill here don’t think anything of turning out 
a hundred thousand feet a day right along for 
weeks at a time. 
A man with only fifty or a 
hundred thousand of capital risks failure in 
one season if he sends a gang into the forests 
to cut logs, as if he is not successful in getting 
his logs down the first season ho is swamped. 
Logs sometimes lie up the little streams two 
or even three seasons before favorable condi­ 
tions combine to send them down into the 
groat river. 
Some logs are cut and hauled to 
tho banks of a stream not quite as large as 
that which vexes the land-owners between 
Brown's pond and Schultz’s, and are floated 
down by a succession of dams whose accumu­ 
lated floods carry them over the rougli spots. 
When a freshet takes the logs far from tile 
chunnel and iii its subsidence leave* them high 
and dry, teams must haul them back. 
AII 
(ilia takes time, the season melts away, the 
$100,000 log-owner can’t turn his logs into 
money, and up lie goes in a balloon. 
But tho big operators can stand two or 
three seasons and not mind it. 
They send an 
army of men iii the woods. 
In July a num­ 
ber of each gang go up tho liver and prepare 
the camps, make the hay for the horses, mid 
generally get tilings ready. 
With the first 
snow-fall the balance of tile gangs are on 
hand, aud work as long as thoro is snow on 
the ground. 
The men are tile hardiest in Hie 
country, and don’t mind the cold unless it gets 
a couple of inches under IO 3 below. 
Their 
food is of the heartiest ami best description, 
and is supplied from this point, two hundred 
miles away, by a regular line of supply teams. 
Each gang of fifty or sixty men has a cook, 
who gets as much salary as one of our public 
school principals, besides being boarded free 
and allowed to catch as many mosquitoes as 
lie pleases, 
lie must, however, be a master 
of his trade, for three-score pine cutters are 
as critical of cookery as a frequenter of Del- 
monico’s. 
The pine country surrounds the sources of 
Mississippi and many of the streams that flow 
into it. 
Lake Itasca is uliout two hundred 
miles above here, and is the first of Hie string 
of lakes from which the Father of Waters is 
fed with such generous measure that it flows 
on through zones and parallels until the chill 
of Hie iced drops of Itasca and Winibigoshish 
are warmed into coalescence with Hie waters 
of the Gulf. 
Tho chip which the log cutter in 
sentimental mood may toas into Itasca sails 
the width of tile Atlantic and from tile snow- 
fringcd limbs of the pines to the melting 
sweetness of the cane. 
A hundred miles from 
here Hie Red River of the North, which flows 
in a northerly course to Lake Winnipeg and 
so finds a connection to H udson's H®y, has 
Us source in Lake T raverse. 
About ten miles 
from that the Minnesota River, which joins 
Hie Mississippi at Fort Snelling, lias its source 
in a little lake, leaving which it follows paral­ 
lel for a mile with the Lake Traverse of the 
Red River, and within only a few rods of it. 
One can statal on Hie low sand ridge be­ 
tween them and with his right hand toss a 
d up tiiat wi'l meet ocean w aters at Hudson's 
Bay, and with his left another that will And 
them in the Gulf. 
As M il rivers are navi­ 
gable it bas been proposed to cut through Hie 
dividing sand, and send Hic small steamers of 
the uiqier Mississippi up through the Red 
River and Lake Winnipeg to Hudson's Bay. 
Probably less than one year's expenditure of a 
St. Anthony saw-mill would make the connec­ 
tion. 
A look at the iii ip gives you an idea of the 
lakes from which the Mississippi is boro, and 
of the tortuousness of its course; bul it fails 
to give a full impression of the country. 
The 
head of the great river is an immense swamp 
hundreds of miles iii extent. 
It lias a hard 
tint loin, but Hie lowness of the land holds 
rainfall and Hic melted snow through all Hie 
drouths, and feeds the Mississippi with never- 
failing water. 
It is not feared that the water 
supply, which in other quarters is endangered 
by the i lest ruction of the forests, will ever lie 
dimiiii-hed bere,,as tile pines reproduce them­ 
selves without limit and rapidly. 
Ten years 
after a section has been completely denuded 
there will be a forest of sizeable |tines stand­ 
ing so thick that p assage through lh*'m I* 
almost aujm possibility. 
The logs are sent down Hie river in im­ 
mense drive*, which are followed down the 
river by an army of the “drivers.*’ Some­ 
times there arc ten million feel of logs in a 
drive, aud it takes fifty or sixty men aiel a 
dozen horses to escort them down the rivur. 
Tilt* operations of these drivers form a!»oul as 
exciting a sight as the river presents. 
A log 
fastens on a I lend or a rock, a couple more 
hitch fast, h ill a dozen more gvl entangled, 
and soon a jam will lie found reaching a mile 
up the river. 
Then the drivers are in their 
glory. 
Ttiey have to commence at the lio t-l 
tom, and pick Hie tiling to pieces one log at a 
time. 
Tlicy scramble across logs like squir­ 
rels, and jump into (lie water like dogs, work­ 
ing up to their chili* sometimes from morning 
tonight. 
They never change Uicir clothes. 
and express a preference for taking these 
baths when ice is iu the river rallier than in 
wanner weather, as warm water is enervating. 
For a couple of hundred miles they keep this 
up and for weeks at a time, and yet they arc 
as hearty a set as eau In? found in a wv-ck's 
travel. 
The largest lamber operator is W. L). Wasli- 
Ihurtle, one of the famous brothers who have 
furnished the country with so many congress­ 
men and governors. 
Ile has the largest mill 
at St. Anthony, and one at Anoka on the Rum 
River which saws as much as any other two. 
His o|**rations aro very large, but lie has hail 
leisure to dip a little into politics, but so far 
rather unsuccessfully. 
Ile missed the nomi­ 
nation for governor this year by two votes, 
but this is only the latest ot ills political mis­ 
haps, as so far he has not even succeeded iii 
getting to congress. 
Comparate cly little of this 
lumber goes 
down the river, bat is shipjied to Hic treeless 
parts of Nebraska, Kansas mid Dakota, while 
some goes lo Iowa aud Illinois. 
A lumber mill, what with plank, boards, 
lath and shingles, is tolerably economical of 
its material, and turns into money nearly all 
parts of the log; but there Is after all a large 
quantity of stud that goes into the river to get 
it out of the w ay, and other stud, called mill- 
wood, which is delivered to Hie villagers at 
half u dollar for a large cart-bad.

If we legislate against the prac­ 
tice on the part of the roads of making dis­ 
criminating rates In favor of some producers 
and against others, bow shall we prevent their 
telling us that the right of any seller to fall 
from his published prices inheres in the nature 
of things; and that a law which meddles with 
generosity is tyranny—the very thing of which 
we complained ?

It 
now remains to see what that festive gentle­ 
man will do and how his partisan defenders 
will act. If he remains inactive what else can 
be concluded but that all that has been said 
is true, and in the face of that conclusion what 
ought the Senate to do but promptly investi­ 
gate his case and if found guilty expel him? 
We shall see what we shall see. 
The strike of the employes on the Western 
Division of the Central Railroad has suddenly 
ended, that consummation beiug attended by 
two noteworthy features. 
The company 
promptly filled tbe places of the strikers with 
new men, and the operation of the road was 
in no way interfered with. The strikers calm­ 
ly accepted the situation and discountenanced 
any attem pt to molest the new men. Both 
are features which tend to show that labor 
strikes are likely to grow less frequent. Such 
promptness of action by employers will make 
employes hesitate before taking the decisive 
step of striking, while refraining from demon­ 
strations of opposition shows that there ¡3 a 
growing lack of faith in strikes as a remedy 
for inadequate remuneration. 
The natural 
tendency then is to seek that better remedy, 
arbitration. We don’t know tbe cause of this 
lost strike, nor the merits of the case 011 either 
Bide, but we like the way it ended, as pointing 
to somethiug better in the future. 
Those who are harping on Yankee gasitiess 
must recant, we are sure, since the recent 
argument in the Tichborne claimant ease. 
The man who could talk and tbe people who 
could endure liis talk for a month, especially 
on so dry a subject, should have little to say 
about talkative Americans. Mnggins, in all 
the glory of hi3 acknowledged oratorical abili­ 
ty, conld never possibly stand it more than 
half a day, our windiest sermons exhaust 
themselves between dawn and dusk, our most 
celebrated Fourth of July speecliifler never 
held out longer than one afternoon, our great­ 
est stumpist never orated to a greater extent 
than ten consecutive hours, and our most 
famous court haranguers have spent their elo­ 
quence ¡11 less than a week; yet here is 
Kenealy, a methodical, cultivated British bar­ 
rister, spending a whole month in an elaborate 
defence of that great rascal, the Tichborne 
claimant. A month of gab! “ From such 
and kindred,” etc., &c. 
Wall street has a great many big scoundrels 
and there are some New York merchants who 
would probably stoop to low means for ac­ 
complishing their end, when it had in view 
pecuniary gain. But wo doubt if many could 
be found who would so openly dishonor them­ 
selves as have the Chicago grain dealers who 
asked that No. 3 grain might be graded No. 2, 
so as to give them the opportunity to fulfill 
contracts which they could not under the 
present circumstances, owing to scarcity of 
the better grade of grain, without being heavy 
losers. It is some satisfaction to know that 
their cheeky appeal will them 110 good, but 
it would be more so Lif we could be assured 
that they were likely to take up their abode 
in the place where manybetter men than they 
are sojourning—the penitentiary, 
if these

have shipped all the prime grain to foreign 
ports at big prices aud sol^ third grade to 
the starving Egyptians at first grade figures. 
But if boss Pharaoali had caught them at their 
game he wouldn’t have let them otl as easy as 
the Chicago Board of Trade aid. 


X h« H cnnoulte'*. 
Tbe advent of the Russian religious sect 
known as the Mennouites is an event upon 
which this country can afford to congratulate 
itself. W ith all the best features of commu­ 
nity life these people bring with them none of 
the practices and beliefs made famous and 
disgusting to the moral sensibilities of 
most of us by the better known Mormons and 
Oneida Communists. Thrifty, energetic aud 
peaceable, they constitute just the class fitted 
to settle the wild but fertile and labor-reward­ 
ing acres of the great west and they will bear 
an im portant part in developing that 
section of our broad domain. In another re­ 
spect they are far difierent from the majority 
of emigrants, as they come to us not in pover­ 
ty to seek the readiest means for making 
money, but with ample private fortunes—for 
they flee from their native land to enjoy un­ 
disturbed the practice of their faith, aud not 
merely to improve their financial prospects.— 
The last batch of them brought sums aggre­ 
gating $100,000 and some of the former lot 
were individually worth $80,000. In the pres­ 
ent state of the money market we can’t have 
too many Mennouites. 


W lia t to Do A bout It. 
We do not want to write tbe subject of 
monopolies threadbare and, consequently, 
make only one suggestion concerning them 
this morning. That is that we see no clear 
way out of the difficulties In which they in­ 
volve us, without compromising certain prin­ 
ciples which are held to be vital in our form 
of government. For instance, Vanderbilt and 
Tom Scott are railroad kings by virtue of their 
great executive ability combined with prophet­ 
ic sharpness in taking advantage of conditions 
favorable to the growth of their power. Both 
these things are outside the sphere of legisla­ 
tion. Further, if we make laws restricting 
the railroad companies from imposing more 
than a given tariff upon the transportation of 
produce from the grain-growing West to an 
Eastern market, what hinders tbo railroads 
from replying to that action by reminding us 
that the freight tariff on grain must vary with 
Its value, aucl that value will vary with demand 
and supply? If we legislate against the prac­ 
tice on the part or the roads of m aking dis­ 
criminating ratos in favor of some producers 
and against others, how shall we prevent their 
telling us that the right of any seller to fall 
from his published prices inheres in tbe nature 
of things; and that a law which meddles with 
generosity is tyranny—the very thing of which 
we complained ? We lament the tendency to 
the centralization of wealth, the formation in 
few banda of colossal fortunes. Our objec­ 
tion to this has a basis in sense and nature. 
No nation can flourish and remain at peace 
internally with one class rolling in gold and 


the other begging for bread. Tberejabsolntely 
must be a sufficient equality in this respect to 
insure decency and a‘fair Individual indepen­ 
dence. 
But apparently the right to make 
one dollar includes the right to make a mil­ 
lion. To deny this is Communism, revolution. 
It means midnight mnrder, the guillotine and 
the gallows. That alternative we cannot take. 
Again, it is equally useless to kick against the 
pricks, to fight the law of gravitation. Gov. 
Booth is right, of course, iu saying that a gross 
million of dollars has no more authority to ab­ 
sorb one dollar than one dollar lias to absorb 
the million. So a locomotive has no more 
right to run over and kill n man than a man 
has to run over aud crush a locomotive. But 
the question of legality don't touch the 
case. 
The sun 
might 
dry 
up 
the 
Atlantic, but the Atlantic will never put out 
the sun. What shall we do to crush monopo­ 
lies? You tell us, Votes ? ^Public iudignation 
meetings? A good recipe if the ingredients 
were handy; as it is, the companies buy 
some votes aud frighten the rest. We are 
robbed, swindled and euslavcd. So much we 
know. How to mauage great public interests 
without making it to the disadvantage of the 
public to have them managed at all; how to 
get rich without starving by it; how to be a 
great nation without being in bondago to our 
own greatness, “ that,” as said the Prince of 
Denmark, “ is the question.” 


M ore C icsarism * 
It lias probably occurred to tbe minds of think­ 
ing men that there was something curious about 
the recent heavy rains, following an almost 
unprecedented drouth. Hence they have been 
led to ask why this was thus—why we had so 
much rain, or why the drouth didn’t continue. 
These meteorological investigations have prob­ 
ably been met with the suggestion that the 
change of the moon, or tbe new comet or 
something was the 
cause of it; 
but 
these 'have only served 
to satisfy the 
ordiuary mind, and by 
110 means 
to 
settle tbe question with those determined to 
find the truth of the mutter. It is all settled 
now, though; the meteorological cat is¡out of 
the bag, as the new3 from Washington tells us 
that they have made a cliauge iu the weather 
department—in other words, have a new clerk 
of the weather. The man who formerly fig­ 
ured up the weather report for “ Old Proba­ 
bilities” has been removed to other fields of 
labor and a new mau does the work, thus, the 
report says, accounting for the late heavy 
rains. It lias worried us greatly, this weather 
problem, and we are glad it is settled. So 
now all we have to do when we want a change 
of weather is to have it made to order. But 
isn’t the government manifesting too much 
Csesarism by assuming sucli authority?

E D IT O R IA L CORRESPONDENCE.

Seventy million feet of logs float past here 
every season, and just below the Rum River 
contributes us many more, which seventy 
miles below are gathered in by the gigantic 
booms at St. Anthony and feed the ravenous 
appetite of the huge mills at that point. The 
lumber business is of course the largest here­ 
abouts, and requires immense capital. 
The 
permanent investment is very large, as a saw­ 
mill here don’t think anything oí turning out 
a hundred thousand feet a day right along for 
weeks at a time. A man with only fifty or a 
hundred thousand of capital risks failure in 
one season if he sends a gang into the forests 
to cut logs, as if he is not mccessful in getting 
his logs down the first season he is swamped. 
Logs sometimes lie up the little streams two 
or even three seasons before favorable condi­ 
tions combine to send them down into the 
great river. Some logs are cut and hauled to 
the banks of a stream not quite as large as 
tbat which vexes the land-owners between 
Brown’s pond and Schultz’s, and are floated 
down by a succession of dams whose accumu­ 
lated floods carry them over the rough spots. 
When a freshet lakes the logs far from the 
channel and in its subsidence leaves them high 
and dry, teams must haul them back. 
All 
this takes time, the season melts away, the 
$ 100,000 log-owner can’t turn his logs into 
money, and up lie goes in a balloon. 
But the big operators can stand two or 
three seasons and not mind it. They send an 
army of men 111 the woods. Iu July a num­ 
ber of each gang go up the river and prepare 
the camps, make the hay for the horses, and 
generally get things ready. With the first 
snow-fall the balance of the gangs arc on 
hand, aud work as long as there is snow 011 
the ground. The men are the hardiest in the 
country, and don’t mind the cold unless it gets 
a couple of inches under 40 0 below. 
Their 
food is of the heartiest and best description, 
and is supplied from this point, two hundred 
miles away, by a regular line of supply teams. 
Each gang of fifty or sixty men has a cook, 
who gets as much salary as one of our public 
school principals, besides being boarded free 
and allowed to catch as many mosquitoes as 
lie pleases. He must, however, be a master 
of his trade, for three-score pine cutters are 
as critical of cookery as a frequenter of Del- 
monico’s. 
The pine country surrounds the sources of 
Mississippi and many of the streams that flow 
into it. Lake Itasca is about two hundred 
miles above here, and is the first of the string 
of lakes from which the Father of Waters is 
fed with such generous measure that it flows 
011 through zones and parallels until the chill 
of the iced drops of Itasca and Winibigoshish 
are warmed into coalescence with the waters 
of the Gulf. The chip which the log cutter in 
sentimental mood may t03s into llasca sails 
the width of the Atlantic and from the snow- 
fringed limbs of the pines to tiie melting 
sweetness of the cane. A hundred miles from 
here the Red River of the North, which flows 
in a northerly course to Lake Winnipeg and 
so finds a connection to .Hudson’s Bay, has 
its source in Lake 7 raverse. About ten miles 
from that the Minnesota River, which joins 
the Mississippi at Fort Snelling, lias its source 
in a little lake, leaving which it follows paral­ 
lel for a mile with the Lake Traverse of the 
Red River, and within only a few Tods of it. 
One can stand on the low sand ridge be­ 
tween them and with his right hand toss a 
chip that will meet ocean waters at Hudson’s 
Bay, and with his left another that will find 
them in the Gulf. As both rivers are navi­ 
gable it has been proposed to cut through the 
dividing sand, and send the small steamers of 
the upper Mississippi up through the Red 
River and Lake Winnipeg to Hudson’s Bay. 
Probably less than one year’s expenditure of a 
St. Anthony saw-mill would make tlie connec­ 
tion. 
A look at the map gives you an idea of the 
lakes from which the Mississippi is born, and 
of the tortuous ness of its course; but it fails 
to give a full impression of the country. The 
head of the great liver is an immense swamp 
hundreds of miles in extent. It has a hard 
bottom, but the lowness of the land holds 
rainfall and the melted snow through all the 
drouths, and feeds the Mississippi with never- 
failing water. It Is not feared flint the water 
supply, which in other quarters is eudangered 
by the destruction of the forests, will ever be 
diminished liere,_as the pines reproduce them­ 
selves without limit and rapidly. Ten years 
after a section lias boon completely denuded 
there will be a forest of sizeable pines stand­ 
ing so thick' that passage through (hem is 
almost an jm possibility. 
The logs are sent down the river in im­ 
mense drives, which are followed down the 
river by an army of the “drivers.” Some­ 
times there are ten million feet of logs in a 
drive, and it takes fifty or sixty men and a 
dozen horses to escort them down the river. 
The operations of these drivers form aboul as 
exciting a sight as tbe river presents. A log 
fastens 011 a bend or a rock, a couple more 
hitch fast, half a dozen more gel entangled, 
aud soon a jam will be found reaching a mile 
up the river. Then the drivers are in their 
glory. They have to commence at the bot­ 
tom, and pick the thing to pieces one log at a 
time. They scramble across logs like squir­ 
rels, and jump iuto the water like dogs, work­ 
ing up to their chins sometimes from morning 
to night. They never change their clothes, 
and express a preference for taking these 
baths when ice is in the river rather than iu 
warmer weather, as warm water is enervating. 
For a couple of hundred miles they keep this 
up and for weeks at a time, and yet they are 
as hearty a set as can be found in a week's 
travel. 
The largest lumber operator is W. D.AVash- 
burne, one of the famous brothers who have 
furnished the country with so many congress­ 
men and governors. He has the largest mill 
at St. Anthony, and one at Anoka on the Rum 
River which saws as mucli as any other two. 
His operations are very large, but he has had 
leisure to dip a little into politics, but so far 
rather unsuccessfully. He missed the nomi­ 
nation for governor this year by two votes, 
but this is only the latest of his political mis­ 
haps, as so far he has not even succeeded in 
getting to congress. 
Comparatively little of this lumber goes 
down the river, but is shipped to the treeless 
parts of Nebraska, Kansas and Dakota, while 
some goes to Iowa and Illinois. 
A lumber mill, what with plank, boards, 
lath and shingles, is tolerably economical of 
its material, and turns into money nearly all 
parts of the log; but there is after all a large 
quantity of stull that goes into the river to got 
it out of the way, and other stuff, called mill- 
wood, which is delivered to the villagers at 
half a dollar for a large cart-load. Ten dol­ 
lars will supply an average household with 
wood enough to last from summer to summer, 
all sawn in lengths suitable to burn and laid 
at the kitchen door. So though Minnesota 
has to import two-story thermometers, she 
doesn’t need any coal-mines, but can keep 
warm at less cost per acre of cuticle than any 
state in the union.

berry street, who died to-night in Bellevue 
Hospital, and two unknown men, whose bodies 
lie at tho Morgue. The wounded iu the hos­ 
pital are Francis Reit, 356 West Fifty-second 
street; John Kelley, 150 Avenue C; Michael 
Garrity, 757 Washington street; John Burns, 
456 West Eighteenth street; Frank Riley, 248 
West Tenth street.

A LO YISVILLE HOLOCAUST. 
A F am ily R oa sted to D eath. 
Louisville, Ky., August 22.—At an early 
hour this morning several frame buildings 
once used as government stables and a rope 
walk adjoiniug, three miles from this city, 
were fired and almost entirely consumed. A 
negro named Willis,his wifo and four children, 
living in one of the houses, were all burned 
to death, except Willis, who is not expected 
to recover. Two suspected incendiaries have 
been arrested. 


T H E MORMON DIVORCE SUIT. 
D iv ersity of L eg a l O pinion. 
Salt L ake City, August 22.—Judge Emer­ 
son to-day sustained the defendant's demurrer 
in the case of Ann E. Y'oung vs. Brigham 
Young for a divorce against the jurisdiction 
of the district court. The Judge held that tho 
probate court and not the district court had 
jurisdiction in the case. This is iu direct op­ 
position to the opinions of Judges McKean 
aud Hawley and virtually of the Supreme 
Court of the territory. The case again comes 
up before Judge McKean at the October term 
of the district court. 


O H IO . 
C olored State C on ven tion . 
.C incinnati, August 22.—The State Conven­ 
tion of colored men organized at Cliiliicothe 
to-day by electing John Booker President and 
eleven Vice Presidents. Mr. Booker, on tak­ 
ing the chair, said he regarded the colored 
people as politically oppressed. He regarded 
it as unfortunate for them that the party 
which made them voters might feel that it had 
a right to expect their co-operation. 
Mr. 
Booker in the course of his remarks used the 
words, “ The party to which we belong," when 
he was interrupted by Peter H. Clark, who 
suggested instead, “ The party to which we 
are attached." About one hundred delegates 
from difierent parts of the state were present. 


M A TT C A R PE N T E R ’S MORALS. 
W lm t (tie N ew Y ork T rib u n e Says. 
New Y'ork, August 22.—The Tribune to­ 
morrow, alluding to its charges against Sena­ 
tor Carpenter, will say it desires to be distinctly 
understood that it makes no charges that can­ 
not be substantiated. The Tribune is a journal 
of ample pecuniary responsibility. 
If Mr. 
Carpenter has been aggrieved by any publica­ 
tion in its columns he has his remedy at law 
and whatever damage a jury of his country­ 
men shall say lie lias sustained will be prompt­ 
ly paid.

T H E M I R D E R R EC O RD. 
T w o E xecution* ill M arylan d . 
Baltimore, August 22.—The crime of the 
negro Palmer, who was hung at Towsontowu, 
Baltimore county, to-day, was committed in 
August, 1870. He made his escape from jail 
at the time. W. n. Pritchard, his accom­ 
plice, was tried in March, 1871, convicted 
and executed on September 29. Palmer was 
recaptured in December, 1872, tried at the 
May term of the court this year and convicted 
and sentenced lo be hanged to-day. Early 
Ibis morning his uucle visited him and both 
united in religious exercises. Mr. Stitt, his 
spiritual adviser, soon after entered his cell• 
Palmer then became so excited that lie raved 
and seemed entirely to forget himself in the 
excess of his religious frenzy. He shouted, 
clapped his bauds, jumped up, knelt down, 
shook hands with all and threw himself into 
various attitudes. The execution was accom­ 
panied by the usual scenes. 
3 
James West, also a negro, was hanged in 
this city to-day for the murder of his para­ 
mour, Anna Gibson, in March last with a 
hatchet. Within tbe last few weeks a num­ 
ber of petitions signed by several of the 
jurors who tried West and others interested in 
the case have been laid before the Governor, 
urging commutation of his sentence or a re­ 
spite. The execution was a sickening spec­ 
tacle, the body being frightfully convulsed and 
blood gushing from the nostrils. 


T H E NATIONAL C APITAL . 
O itr T roubleM O inc W a rd » . 
Washington, August 22.—A statement lias 
appeared that the Sioux Indians during the 
recent attack 011 the Pawnees were armed 
with breech-loading rifles furnished them by 
Indian Peace Commissioners, and also by tbe 
Interior Department. It is asserted upon offi­ 
cial authority that such is not the fact. The 
department never has furnished the Sioux 
with any arms nor have the Peace Commis­ 
sioners given them weapons of any character. 
The arms tbat the Sioux or other Indian tribes 
have they received from traders, who were 
paid for them. 
The opinion is expressed in some circles 
here that tbe fact that the army uses the 
Pawnees and Indians of other tribes as 
scouts 
intensifies the hostility of the 
Sioux against them and is 
110 doubt 
one of tue main causes of battle between them. 
It is a source of great regret that the Paw­ 
nees have suffered so seriously mainly through 
their friendship for whites, but it is not proba­ 
ble that any official action will be taken in the 
matter further than extending the good offices 
oí the government towards maintaining peace 
and harmony between all tribes. 
What is 
said concerning the friendship of the Pawnees 
for whites is equally true of the Pics, Aricka- 
rees and Mandun3 of the upper Missouri and 
of the Crows of Montana, with whom the 
Sioux have long waged war.

McCarty 
returned the fire with a fowllug piece heavily 
loaded, the entire charge taking effect iu the 
head apd face of Uncle, killing him instantly. 
Tbe fight took place in a low groggery kept 
bv McCarty. McCarty was arrested.

S h am efu l T reatm en t of a Y ou n g G irl. 
Philadelphia, August 22.— Josephine 
Rowland and her daughter Baptis t had a fur­ 
ther hearing this morning on a charge of 
cruelly treating Mary Rowland. Mary was 
present, although weak and faint, and still iu 
an emaciated condition. She testified as to 
her treatment and the clothing worn by her 
wheu rescued was exhibited and was iu per­ 
fect shreds and so filthy that tiie original 
colors could not be distinguished. The testi­ 
mony showed most wretched treatment on 
the part of the defendants. Winter and sum­ 
mer the girl was clad iu the 3nme garments, 
was made to go bate-footed and was fnr- 
uiahed only one meal a day. Her bands were 
tied and she was locked in a room 
many months with insufficient food and 
clothing.

“ Cap” don’t exactly remember the deceased 
aud says lie was a later day steamboatman 
when taken into consideration with the river 
commanders among whom lie figured “long 
ago” (the Captain is bald headed). 
Iu our 
talk with the “old sail” we learned that the 
steam er Advocate was the first steamboat on 
tho route now held by the Eagle and Martin. 
She then ran from this city, where she was 
owned. 
The proprietors were Messrs. Gilbert 
1. Vincent. Thomas Vail and Solomon V. 
Wheeler, (father of our informant), who was 
Captain of the craft. He is still living at the 
age of 90 years aud is hale and hearty. 
The 
Advocate’s day dates back 40 years. Previous 
to her time sloops were run between this city 
and Albany for passenger travel. 
Tiie Advocate was constructed in rather a 
novel manner, being composed ®f two boats 
in fact, with a deck reaching over both, and 
was propelled by a wheel between the two.— 
The “Captain's” uncle was pilot and “ Cap” 
himself, then a youngster, had tho duty of 
asking the passengers up to tho Captain’s 
office to settle to perform.—Po'keepsic Press.

U lster County G rape P ro sp ects.. 


So far aa we can loam tho vineyards thro’, 
out the county are looking unusually well, 
promising an abundant crop of grapes, unless 
premature frosts prevent their ripening. 
Nu­ 
merous as have been the vineyards planted 
during the past ten years, yet there are very 
few except those planted with tho Concord 
grape that have yielded remunerative returns 
for a series of consecutive years, 
The Isa­ 
bella, that was planted some years since quite 
extensively in the southern part of the county, 
has in a great measure failed— whether from 
lack of suitable cultivation, or because the va­ 
riety planted did not properly ripen lo season, 
we do not know; but probably for the latter 
reason. 
Some of the vineyards have been 
replaced by other, better, anil earlier ripening 
varieties. 
The Delaware grape, that was in­ 
troduced by Dr. Grant and well received by 
grape culturists in general, has failed to answer 
the demand for a grape of good quality, hardy, 
productive, anil of easy cultivation. • Tho Iona, 
which was also brought to public notice by 
the same gentleman, is in our own opinion Hie 
best native American that has made its ap­ 
pearance in our market; yet this has proved 
tender in its foliage, weak in vitality, and not 
to be depended on for vineyard culture. 
Tile 
Rebecca, Diana, Salem anil Israella have been 
planted more or less by connoisseurs, but none 
to our knowledge have ventured to plant them 
extensively for market. 
As yet the Concord 
is the most popular American grape for the 
general market cultivated in this county.— 
The Catawba is an excellent grape, but it sel­ 
dom ripens here. 
Further south, and on Hie 
islands and shores of some of our lakes, it ma­ 
tures well atid is a favorite. 
The Concord vineyard of Frioselle & Cris­ 
pen, (Martha'* Vineyard;) of Crispen A Sons, 
(Petram Point), and those owned by Mr. James 
Wells, of Kingston, are all looking remarkably 
well and promise un abuuduucc of delicious 
fruit. 
All of these vineyards have proved re­ 
munerative to their owners. 
It is to be re­ 
gretted that thoro are so few who seem inclin­ 
ed to cultivate aud tiring to market this health­ 
ful and agreeable fruit. 
We believe that Mr. 
Solomon I). Cri*|>e!l A Sons will market more 
Concord grape* this season than any other 
fruit-growers in the county, 
lf all our farmers 
and fruit-growers would manifest an equal 
teal, our whole community could enjoy an 
abundance of this choice fi nit at a price w ithin 
reach of all.

Ulster County Grape Prospects*. 
So Tar as we can loam the vineyards thro’, 
out the county are looking unusually well, 
prom ising an abundant crop of grapes, unless 
prem ature frosts prevent their ripening. 
N u­ 
merous as have been the vineyards planted 
during the past ten years, yet there are very 
few except those planted with the Concord 
grape th at have yielded rem unerative returns 
for a series oí consecutive years. 
The Isa­ 
bella, that was planted some years since quite 
extensively in the southern part of the county, 
haa in a great m easure failed—w hether from 
lack of suitable cultivation, or because the va­ 
riety planted did not properly ripen in season, 
we do not know ; but probably for the latter 
reason. 
Some of the vineyards have been 
replaced by other, better, and earlier ripening 
varieties. 
The Delaware grape, th at was in­ 
troduced by Dr. G rant and well received by 
1 grape culturi3ts in general, has failed to answer 
the demand for a grape of good quality, hardy, 
productive, and of easy cultivation. - The Iona, 
which was also brought to public notice by 
the same gentlem an, is in our own opinion the 
best native A m erican th at has made it3 ap­ 
pearance in our m arket; yet this has proved 
tender in its foliage, weak in vitality, and not 
to be depended on for vineyard cultufc. 
The 
Rebecca, Diana, Salem and Israclla have been 
planted more or less by connoisseurs, but none 
to our knowledge have ventured to plant them 
extensively for m arket. 
As yet the Coucord 
is the most popular American grape for the 
general m arket cultivated in this county.— 
The Catawba is an excellent grape, but it sel­ 
dom ripens here. 
Further south, and on the 
islands and shores of some of our lakes, it m a­ 
tures well and is a favorite. 
The Coucord vineyard of Frisselle & Cris­ 
ped, (M artha’s V ineyard;) of Crisped & Sons, 
(Petram Point), and those owned by Mr. Jam es 
Wells, of Kingston, are ad looking rem arkably 
well and promise an abundance of delicious 
fruit. 
All of these viney ards have proved re­ 
m unerative to their owners. 
It is to be re­ 
gretted that there are so few who seem inclin­ 
ed to cultivate and bring to m arket this health­ 
ful and agreeable fruit. 
We believe that Mr. 
Solomon D. Crisped & Sous will m arket more 
Concord grapes this season than any other 
fruit-growers in the county. 
If all our farmers 
and fruit-growers would m anifest an equal 
zeal, our whole community could enjoy an 
abundance of this choice fruit at a price within 
reach of all.

The reople o f the Stale o f Xew York, repre­ 
sented in tenate and Assenwly, do enact as fo l­ 
lows: 


S e c t i o n 1. The question whether the offices

One of said boxes shall 
be laboled “appointment or election of the chief 
judge and associate judges of the court of ap­ 
peals and of justices of the supremo court.” Tho 
other ono shall bo labeled “appointment or elec­ 
tion of judges of city a rd county courts.” Each 
citizon entitled to vote at such election may voto 
two ballots, as follows : One of them shall be en­
